They and their country are being 
used to appease Dr. Sukarno in an effort to 
keep him from falling completely under 
Soviet domination. 

The Dutch resisted the sellout until 
they found themselves confronted with an 
Indonesian military invasion of West New 
Guinea, while all the rest of the world sided 
openly or tacitly with Sukarno. The Nether- 
lands’ allies, Canada included, withheld even 
moral support, while the United States, the 
chief appeaser, pushed the Dutch into an 
untenable position. 

* * * 

The capitulation to Indonesian pressure 
makes cold war pawns of 700,000 people 
whom the Dutch were leading to self-deter- 
mination. The Papuans are to be the 
Abyssinians of 1963. And just as the 1936 
capitulation to Mussolini undermined the 
League, the new capitulation will weaken the 
United Nations. This concerns every Cana- 
dian, for every government. here since 1945 
has proclaimed the UN as one of the corner- 
stones of Canadian foreign pclicy. 

The Canadian government, so ready to | 
speak out against Soviet imperialism, has 
had nothing to say, really, about Indonesia's 
conquest of West New Guinea by force and 
diplomacy, But combared with Ukrainians 
and Pole; there are few Papuans on our 
voters’ list.
